This,  however,  va3  not  the  purpose  of  our  twice  3000  mies  travel.  I  had  supposed 
you  possess  a  new  galleiy  in  LA,  Paris  and  Madrid.  Lat.r,  when  you  Informed  me  ^ 
exhibit  would  take  place  in  the  Toporow  Gallery,  I  maintained  my  acceptance  of  your 
highly  appreciated  xnvltation,  since  you  wrote  me  about  it  as  well  as  about  your 

efforts  and  our  prospects  : 

"..Toporov  Art  Gallery  (  which  as  anyone  could  tell  you  is  one  of  the  most 

respected  in  this  City.)"  (March  17.) 

"It  will  turn  out  splendidly      I  am  sure. "(June  6.) 

"There  is  a  great  interest  for  your  vork  here  and...  ve  are  reaching  the  top 

of  Hollyvood' s  prominence,"  (May  A.) 
To  be  sincere  as  declared,  I  must  record  that    among  the  not  n'omerous  visitors 
of  the  exhibition  tvo  or  three  could  have  been  considered  belonging  to  that  pro- 
minence. About  the  reputation  of  the  GalleiT,  that  aggressive  lady  to  whom  E.C.P. 
led  us,  flatly  declared  that  nobody  knows  it.  You  replied  most  angrily,  but  not  on 
her  arguments.  You  only  empha'sl z^d" hi tTi;7 Toporov  is  a  perfect  gentleman  and  your 
personal  friend  ,  vhile  her  attack  had  not  involved  Mr.  T.  personally,  vhom  she 
didn-t  knov,  too.  Later,  I  should  have  been  only  too  happy  if  I  should  have 
convinced  myself  that  she  told  an  untruth..

Me  had  to  borrov  more  tan    the  half.  To  Hans  I  did  not  yet  begin  to  pay  back  the  losn 
he  had  offered  to  me  selflessly.  Nov  our  younger  son  Adsji,  li,  sells  stationary. 

The  complete  failure  in  itself,  however, does  not  mean  that  you  could  manage  things 
better,  and  didn't  do  so.  But  when  Topi  (vho  certainly  is    what  you  said  about  him) 
bitterly  coxaplained  that  you  even  don't  shov  up  in  the  exhibit,  Miriain  always  replied 
that  you  are  doubtless  acting  invisibly  end  that  the  final  result  would  show  it. 
This  was  my  own  hope,  too.  Instead,  we  vere  fed  with  other  illusions,  TV,  Radio  etc., 
and  invested  in  them  so  much  precious  time,  energyetc, 

Vnen  v;e  left  LA,  we  were  still  happy  owners  of  some  illusions. 
A  few  days  before,  you  told  us  you  are  interested  in  new  sources  of  income, 
particularly  by  import  from  Israel.  Previously,  I  had  suggested  to  you  to  import 
Polish  painting  ctuivas  and  described  frankly  inventions  of  nev/  artists  materials  etc. 
Though  I  cim  far  from  being  a  businessman'*!  was  glad  to  conclude  from  your  ovn  reaction 
that  my  suggestions  were  practicable.  Thus  I  didn't  understand  until  today,  why  you 
didn't  find  ray  obvious  good  will  worthy  of  an  answer.  Your  interest  in  import  from  Israel 
^  offered  to  us  the  most  welcome  chance  to  show  you  our  gratitude.  So  we  took  it 
utmost  seriously. On  the  way  back  from  Ccaif.  to  Pa.  we  spoke  much  about  it,  and  in 
the  train  I  wrote  i'Tmediately  to  a  friend  of  bes"  business  knowledge  end  author  of 
philosophical  books,  who  contacted  you  and  afterwards  we  changed  some  letters  about 
your  wants.

Dr.  Nathan.  Vhen  Estelle  told  me  that  I  should  visit  him,  I  did  it  2  hours  later. 
During  the  exhibit  you  told  me  for  several  times  about  your  progrera  to  meet  him,  and 
repeated  this  still  in  your  letter  of  July  29.  Mow,  youdid  it. 

For  the  selce  of  the  Monument  . I  had  not  hesitated  to  give  you  what  you  wanted, 
(cf.  your  leetter  of  May  4.)  the  names  and  addresses  of  people  of  influence 
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whom  I  knev  or  had  contactec,  bef  ore,  a.  veil  as  those  of  some  great  personalities 
whose  good  opinion  about  me  ves  on.  of  the  precious  thin^  that  I  still  possessed. 
You  vera  supposed  to  invite  them  ior  .ne -aber chip,  resp.  to  accept  vith  thanks  their 
reediness  uttered  in  letters  they  i,ed  vritten  to  me.  Some  of  those  enormously  inportan^ 
men    never  got  from  you  the  letters  I  had  announced.  You  knov  that  I  can  never 
approach" them^.nymore,  I  could  rehabilitate  mj^self  only  on  your  expense,  and  this  I 
shall  not  do.

Please  don't  misunderstsjid  me.  I  am  extremely  glad  about  your  coromercial  dealing- 
and  its  good  prospects.

Our  nev  letters  crossed;  it  was  w  answer  of  March  U  on  your  first 
of  March  9  and  your  second  of  itoch  15  with  its  exciting  news. 

I  thank  you  most  cordially  for  your  magnificent  invitation  and  hope  you 
will  never  regret  it.  Your  personality  as  seen  by  Hans  (I  call  him  as  he 
vas  called  in  his  childhood)  made  on  me  the  impression  that  you  could  be 
of  great  significance  in  i^y  life.  Is  this  not  the  first  confirmation  of 
this  intuitive  knowledge  ? 

First  to  your  question  :  I  have  here  5  busts  in  bronze,  1  bronze 
relief,  a  15  pastels,  more  than  80  oil  paintings;  besides  this  I  have  in  NY 
3  pastel«  and  27  Oil  paintings.  The  sizes  of  the  paintings  range  from 
18  X  22"  to  67  X  79.  Only  two  have  this  maximum  size;  one  is  51  x  71, 
some  ones  are  39  x  71,  many  are  50  x  /.O,  36  x  23,  and  p  x  21, 
Now  let  me  submit  some  qestions  to  you  : 
'  Do  you  plan  a  comprehensive  show,  or  a  medium  ,  or  a  small  selection  ? 
Are  you  for  or  against  including  the  biggest  sizes,  <ind  is  it  tectaiically 
possible  to  exhibit  them  ?  (They  are  in  NY;  if  ve  should  exclude  them, 
we  could  perhaps  exhibit  the  album  for  completing  the  show,  its  single 
plates  on  tables  under  glass.)  Vihich  date  do  you  take  into  consideration  ? 

My  own  preparations  would  have  to  include  not  only  printing  a 
beautiful  catalogue,  and  the  invitations,  out  also  many  new  framings^

as  soon  as  I  shall  know  what  you  think  about  the  approximate  number  end 
the  adraittable  sizes  I  shall  be  able  to  arrange  packing  and  shipment,  , 

My  worka  are  insured  wherever  they  are. 

If  I  understood  you  correctly  your  conditions  are  unusually  noble. 
Only  e  few  of  the  300  galleries  oi  lH  content  themselves  with  a 
percentage  of  30  -  33%}  besides  this  the  artist  pays  for  a  one  man  show 
a  200  to  2000|, which  includes  the  advertising  expenses  and  the  catalogue. 
Since  you  shouldn't  risk  a  loss,  allov  me  to  suggest  to  ^ou,  besides  my 
mentioned  cere  of  the  catalogue,  33%  not  only  from  the  sales,  but  also  from 
portraits,  murals,  garden  sculptures,  and  any  other  works  I  should  do  by  your 
friendl;^'  intervention.  I  hope  this  arrangement,  v,ill  protect  you  fairly. 

The  album  was  mailed  to  you  insured  on  March  $, 

Finally  thank  you  for  your  strongly  impressing  Ex  Libris  that  Hans 
handed  over  to  me,  I  keep  it  -vith  re£?pect,

Our  friend  Hans  suggested  that  we  may  sign  a  formal  agreement, 
I  also  don't  think  that  between  gentlemen  of  hi^.hest  ethical  level  a  written 
agreement  is  superfluous.

My  dear  Rominy  ; 


First  I  have  to  answer  clearly  and  sincerely  on  your  ideological  question. 


I  didn't  think  that  such  a  question  would  arise,  since  the  Monufnent  and  its  spirit 

and  purpose  were  defined  by  both  the  modei  and  the  titles  "Monument  to  the  Six  Millions" 

and  "  Monument  to  Death  and  Resurrection";  everybody  had  the  fair  possibility  to  accept 
or  not  to  accept  my  idea  and  to  cooperate  or  not  to  cooperate.  After  a  series  of 
prevailingly  discouraging  reactions,  you  appeared, the  Christian  nobleman,  and  your 
absolutely  voluntary  offer  vas  one  of  rry  happiest  experiences. 

Estelle,  however,  neither  accepted  nor  refused,  but  started  most  appreciable 
cooperation  along  with  the  sugges|,ion  of  a  new  title,  "The  Winged  Messenger". 
Though  this  name  has  no  connection  with  the  sense  of  the  Monument,  I  introduced  it 
as  an  additional  title  into  the  brochure.  lou  imder stand  that  this  was  a  difficult 
concession,  required  by  courtesy  and  gratitude  for  Estelle» s  poem  and  article. 


think,  dear  Rominy,  that  the  sufferings  of  any  people  in  the  Nazi  time  were  comparable 
to  those  of  the  Jews  ?  Most  of  the  Slavic  victims  had  the  privilege  to  fall  as 
fighters,  as  soldiers,  or  as  partisans.  While  the  Slavic  nations  had  to  be  enslaved, 
and  were  oppressed  and  cruelly  persecuted  for  any  resistance.  Hitler  had  condemned  all 


millions  of  men,  women  and  children  were  not  accused;  they  were  executed  wether  doing 

anything  or  not.  Until  their  defeat  the  Nazis  and  their  helpers  had  murdered  a 

third  of  the  Jewish  people.  But  even  without  this  fresh  historical  fact,  confirmed 

monstruous  quantities  of  documents  and  all  surviving  witnesses,  you  would  certainly 

not  blame  a  Jewish  artist  for  commemorating  the  matyrdom  of  his  own  people,  as  well  as 

an  Italian  artist  can't  be  considered  a  chauvinist  when  commemorating  Italian  history. 
Besides  my  natural  belonging  to  n^'-  people,  I  don't  know  in  world  history  a  fact 

more  worthy  of  being  saved  from  oblivion  than  the  greatest  of  all  crimes.  But  have  I  to 


In  your  delicate  style,  you  now  suggest  another  revision.  Do  you^  really 


the,  Jews,  and  besides  thepi  only  all  the  Qypaiea,  to  complete  extermination.  These 


can  and  shouli  belcag  both  to  a  nation  and  to  hi 


lumani-ty  ?  Thus  you  will

surely  believe  me  that  in  my  iieart  is  stiU  place  enough  for  the  Slavic  and  all  othBr 
victims  and  that  I  am  ready  to  include  them  in  the  tremendous  theme  of  the  Monument. 
So  Gabriel  Preil  had  understood  me  perfectly  when  writing  in  the  text  of  the  album  : 
"Otto  Schneid» s  subject  of  which. he  never  wearies  and  which  is  a  predominating  theme  in 
his  work,  is  the  tragedy  of  the  Jews  and  all  other  peoples  persecuted  under  the  Nazi 
regime.  He,  perhaps  more  than  any  other  artist,  has  given  more  Qf  h3aasel£  .Jp,  a  ..poyerful 
interpretation  of  the  catastrophe  in  deeply  human  terms." 

Therefore  if  you  went  to  express  this  inclusion  in  the  name  of  the  Monument,  we 
can  find  a  sincere  formula.  Unfortunately  I  have  no  copy  of  that  piece  of  paper  on  which 
I  submitted  to  you  the  latest  title  of  the  committee  or  foundation.  If  you  have  it,  let  me 
plea^se  know  the  text.  Maybe  there  is  no  need  to  improve  still  anything. 

"..to  Death  and  Resurrection",  however,  refers  ^fi  less  to  a  fact  than  to  a  faith  i 
to  the  idea  of  Eternal  Life  overcoming  Death.  It  is'  the  rather  general,  the  most  human, 
and  the  final  part  of  the  concept,  the  way  from  deepest  despair  to  the  triumph  of  hope 
and  belief. 

As  to  ideas  like  "Liberation  of  the  Human  Spirit",  I  don't  feel  they  would  promote 
anything.  It  is  doubtful  if  they  vovHd  induce  anybody  to  sacrify  money  or  energy.  Such 
words  are  too  vague,  too  often  abused,  obliging  to  nothing.  Vhile  I  believe  in  your  first 
encouraging  view  that  this  monument  with  its  specific  purpose  would  attract  American  and 
international  tourism,  and  in  that  of  Simon  Spund  in  Paris  whose  imagination  sees  big 
hotels  etc.  around,  I  could  not  attribute  psychological  power  to  anything  abstract 
or  indistinct.  If  this  doesn't  convince  you,  let  us  negotiate  about  ä  compromise  formula. 

On  the  other  hand,  you  are  right  to  cite  the  popular  aversion  against  awareness  of 

Death,  as  well  as  the  inclination  of  local  and  other  Jews  to  forget  and  to  make  forgotten 

what  happened  in  our  own  time.  My  opinion  about  those,  even  if  they  should  represent  an 

organized  multitude  or  a  power,is  so  negative  that  I  believe  we  should  hot  cooperate 

with  them, I  don't  know  how  many  people  of  this  kind  you  really  met, may be  you  overestimate 

their  significance,  (  I  am  so  sad  that  I  must  tell  you  a  joke  i  A  visitor  came  into  a

gallery  and  demanded  changes  of  different  details  in  pictures. asked  ^/he  woü  buy  if

I  see  now  quite  clear  that 
the  Jewish  Community  would  also  not  welcome  it 
in  the  projected  form  as  it  would  certainly  lead 
to  attempts  of  racial  discrimination*  The 
main  objection  would  be  of  the  victims  of  the 
Nazi  terror  such  as  all  Slavic  people  who 
altogether  lost  many  ti:ie  6  million  lives  due 
camps,  imprisonment,  starvation,  terror  etc. 
including  all  these  minority  groups,  in 
r  work  for  the  monument  we  could  only  profit  ani 
t     lose.        Also  to  start  any  public  canvassingT 
der  the  slogan  of  "Monument"  or  "Memorial"  woulJ 
be  psychologically  wrong,  since  its  association 
with  "cemetery",  "death"  etc,  is  too  close  and 
human  beings  shy  away  from  these  ideas,  we  camnot 
change  it.  This  is  in  my  opinion  only  one 

of  the  forms  of  approach  -  we  should  look  for 
the  most  practical. 


However,  my  dear  Otto,  I  am  not  writing  this    under  the 
influence  of  Mrs  Prins's  letter,  although  of  course  I  would 
hate  the  thought  of  doing  without  her  selfless  cooperation. 

It  is  a  metter  which  I  knew  from  the  very  beginning  that  we 
cannot  not  operate  with  ideas  like  Death  and  the  like  to  make 
people  interested.  While  nothing  should  change  with  the 

Monument  itself  and  its  grandiose  conception,  all  we  need  is  to 
broaden  considerably  the  ideological  base. 

Of  the  sponsors  in  spe  Mr  Scranton  did  not  reply  so  far,  Dr 
Prinz  is  in  Europe  and  Dr  Buechner  excused  himself  for  lack 
of  time. 

I  wish  you  would  reconsider  the  matter  there  is  of  course 
nobody's  pressure  invloved  nor  is  it  a  shame  to  think  practi- 
cally about  the  best  way  of  realization.     People  who  look  away 
from  the  morbid  should  be  drawn  to  the  Shrine  for  Peace  and 
Humanity  whatever  you  call  it  and  its  nucleus  will  still  be 
the  symbol  of  the  sufferings  of  the  6  million.    But  it  should 
be  linked  to  the  broader  idea  of    the  renaissance  of  the  human 
pirit  of  liberty  otherwise  all  those  people  looking  at  the

Dr  Kaiser  f.i,  would  make  no  promise  whatsoever  to  exhibit 
a  single  one  of  your  paintings. 

Although  I  had  several  friends    working  through  their 
relations  to  Technion  and  other  organisations,   there  was  no 
positive  response. 

^It  seems  that  the  people  here  are  mentally  not  prepared 
to  withstand  the  serious  impact  öf  your  art  ;   thev  want  gay 
and  decorative  things  in  order  not  to  be  reminded' of  the" 
gloomy  part  of  life. 

A  further  motive  is  that  they  are  unwillinp-  or  unable  to 
make ^contributions  to  further  artistic     ef f orts'anywhere 
outside  Israel^  for  whose  institutions  they  are  being  heavily 
taxed. 

The  promises  given  us  so  far  by  the  Technion  directors 
v/^re   iust  so  much  vain  talk. 

I  hope  you  will  triumph  in  Cincinnati.
